Needed Rather Than New 


Lines. 


Beaders of THE AGE will remember 


an article a few days ago stating that 
there was danger that a rival to the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie would he ex- 
tended through, either via the Cadiz 
branch of the Pan Handle along the 
main line to Coshoctou, thence over 
the T, W. V. & O., toLoudonville and 
via the main line of the Fort Wayne 
to Chicago or the -North Manatield 
route to Toledo or by some other line 
north and south through this terri- 
tory. The object of this alleged line 
was to open a route for the coal of the 
Harrison and Jefferson county depos- 
its to reach the lake board. 


An associated press dispatch from 


New-York conveys the following addi- 
tional information in reference to the 
project, aud sends a death dealing 
CL111 along the spinal column of the 
scheme: 


' There is but little prospect at 


present that the hecurities of the new 
syndicate which proposes to develop 
co<tl landsand build a raihoad through 
Ohio to compete with the Cleveland, 
Lorain-& Wheeling and Wheeling & 
Lake Ene lines will be floated Here. 
Oue leadiog banker who was asked 
his opinion of the plan today, observ- 
ed that an increase in the number of 
railways is not required, especially in 
the territory affected, but' rather im- 
provement in the facilities and man- 
agement of those that exist. It is 
not believed that J. P. Morgan has 
any interest in the venture, as Mr. 
Morgan and his associates control the 
Hocking Valley railway which line 
would suffer by the success of the 
venture. 


"The report that the Baltimore & 


Ohio or capitalists identified with it 
were-behind the syndicate is also de- 
nied in Wall street. 
One financier 


who has been connected with several 
big railway_deals declared today that 
he had ' received positive assurance 
from Cleveland that none of the fiuan-, 
cial interests there will back the 
scheme. Calvin Morris, the Chicago 
coal dealer, has so far posed as the 
head of the syndicate. If Wall Street's 
version of Mr. Morris" operations is 
correct that gentleman has made a 
pretty penny out of the coal lands in 
southern Ohio. He purchased 7,000 
acres of bituminous coal in Jefferson 
county for-$30 an acre, and then it is 
said" sold them at $90 an acre to the 
syndicate which he formed to develop 
the property and construct a new 
railroad, cleaning just 8420,000 in the 
deal.;'

In the municipal row in Zanesville 


which culminated this week by the 
establishment of a police court in 
that city, thus shearing the mayor of 
profits amounting to several thous- 
ands of dollars, steps have been taken 
seriously endangering the existence 
of the workhouse. Tue county prose- 
cutor and city council held up the 
fees of Mayor Brelsford in workhouse 
cases and a mandamus salt was insti- 
tuted by the mayor.

and the county. 
It is ostensibly a 


general law, but in reality applies on- 
ly to that city and county and is not 
of uniform operation throughout the 
state. The demurrer Is based on the 
decision recently ^rendered by the 
Ohio supreme court in the Cleveland 
Park Board case, -and it is claimed 
that the question in' the two cases is 
the same.

since its erection the information that 
it is likely to be closed down will be 
hailed with pleasure by those who 
have vivid memories of-its stone pile 
or broom shop. The authorities will
